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Report of the President

Vi culpting futures is a 
ex | S concept that you will be 
4 hearing a lot about over 
eH) the next several months. That’s 
what we are about at Juniata 
College. 

At first glance you might 
agree with the faculty member 
who noted, ‘‘We don’t really 
| do the sculpting; we simply 
provide the student with the 
- opportunities to shape his or 
| her own future.’’ To fully 
. appreciate the metaphor, 
however, it is Movant to understand the philosophy that 
Michelangelo brought to his work. He believed that his art 
was mainly one of releasing the forms hidden within the 
medium. At Juniata College we are helping to release the 
potential that exists within each of the students enrolled. This 
is what we are about. 

Our accomplishments throughout this past year have been 
many. Outlined below are just a few. It is important to note, 
however, that this listing of accomplishments — trophies on 
the mantle piece, so to speak — really tells very little about 
the household that we all know as Juniata College. So, in 
presenting this listing, I cannot hope to define the state of this 
institution as we close one year and begin another. The state 
of the institution is constantly changing, and defining it rests 
with each of us. The state of Juniata College is developed 
through us all, in each classroom, on each playing field, at 
each alumni event. Each time we promote our institution to 
another person we are defining its future. 

To begin, let us look at what has happened to last year’s 
seniors. Ninety-six percent or more have been placed in jobs 
and 40% are enrolled in graduate school. As many of you 
know, Juniata ranks among the top 20 institutions in the 









country in the percentage of graduates who have earned the 
Ph.D. degree. 

Juniata continues to attract the region’s top college-bound 
students. While the national average for combined SAT scores 
remains, as it has for the past several years, in the range of 
900, this year’s incoming class has an average SAT score of 
1063. This represents a 33 point increase over the previous 
year. Sixty-two percent of Juniata’s class of 1992 graduated 
in the top fifth of their high school classes and 92% in the top 
two-fifths. Among them are eight high school valedictorians 
and six salutatorians. 

There is another interesting fact about the class of 1992. 
The vast majority, nearly 88%, come to the College from our 
nation’s public school systems. They have come to us from 
middle to upper-middle class homes where they have been 
instilled with a strong work ethic and deep-rooted values. 
They have come to the College prepared to work hard to 
achieve their highest goals and objectives — to begin 
sculpting their future. 





Juniata also assists our faculty members to sculpt their 
future. More than 45 members have received Pew Charitable 
Trust moneys to do special research, revise curriculum, 
travel, renew. Eight spent time abroad on sabbatical, as far 
away as India, China, and Indonesia. Last year members of 
our faculty wrote four books and numerous articles, many of 
them co-authored by students. Juniata has an active, 
aggressive faculty, interested in student outcomes but also 
interested in their own formation. 

Since 1986 we have progressed through a process of 
strategic planning that will place us in a position of greater 
strength as we enter the decade of the 90’s. In May of this 
year our Board of Trustees adopted a revised Mission 
Statement for this institution. (You may read about it in the 





January issue of the Bulletin.) We have completed the 
external and internal assessments and are now working on a 
strategic plan for the institution. In fact, from our strategic 
planning the theme of ‘‘Sculpting Futures’’ emerged. We are 
committed to be the best college in enabling student outcomes 
as defined in the mission statement. Juniata College is 
committed not only to helping our students realize their full 
potential, but to preparing them for an increasingly 
competitive international environment. 

And our competitive edge for students has been recognized. 
This year for the first time in our history, Juniata College has 
been listed by the Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement 
of Teaching as a Liberal Arts I school. That means we are 
numbered among 142 of the very best liberal arts colleges in 
the country. 

We continue to be listed in Best Buys by the education 
editor of the New York Times. One of our more unique 
scholarship offerings was recently featured in a Wall Street 
Journal cover story. Our world-class icon exhibit, which will 
close with its showing at the Frick Museum in Pittsburgh in 
the spring, has received wide acclaim and brought attention to 
our efforts to strengthen the humanities. 

Last year we had a mid-term review of our accreditation 
standing, and when other colleges asked the Middle States 
Commission what a periodic review should look like, the 
Commission used our report as a model. 

What is the context for faculty and student achievement? - 
Are we positioned well to assist in the sculpting of their 
futures? Juniata has been recognized as an institution of 
excellence. On September 29, 1988 we received word from 
the Gas Research Institute of a grant of nearly $500,000 to 
continue our research in the field of physical chemistry. 

This summer the MacArthur Foundation in Chicago 
awarded this institution a $100,000 grant for our Peace and 
Conflict Studies program, the first award of its kind given by 
that Foundation. So unique is our program in that area that an 
Associated Press reporter spent nearly six hours on our 
campus conducting interviews for a story that many of you 
may have seen. And recently the Dreyfus Foundation gave 
Juniata money for a faculty mentor program. 

Today’s prospective students are looking more carefully at 
the physical facilities in which they will pursue an education. 
Juniata now has a beautiful new track and stadium, dedicated 
as a part of the 1988 Homecoming Weekend. If you have not 
had an opportunity to see this facility, return to the campus 
and, if you desire, take a lap around the track. On your visit, 
you might wish to stop by the new microcomputer lab and the 
new graphics computer lab in the Brumbaugh Science Center. 
And finally, the Noah’s ark of the campus, Good Hall, has a 
new roof, new drainage, and a new paint job. 

Juniata College 1s also positioned well financially. For 12 
consecutive years, this institution has operated in the black. 
We have been able to position the College to forward fund 
capital expenditures, which made possible the purchase of the 
microcomputer lab in the current fiscal year. 

1987-88 was an excellent year in fund raising for Juniata. 
The Annual Support Fund was nearly double what it was two 
years ago. Our total giving reached the second highest level 
in our history. 


A responsibility of any institution is to enhance the 
community in which it exists. This year Juniata has put 
together a cultural events package that is of the highest 
quality: The Joffrey If Dancers, Mozart’s The Marriage of 
Figaro, and the Fresk String Quartet, to name only a few of 
the more than 30 offerings. 

Peter Likens, president of Lehigh University, had a special 
symposium on planning, to which he invited Raymond Haas, 
vice president for administration at the University of Virginia. 
Haas indicated that in the future assessment of colleges and 
universities, the question raised will not be ‘‘How good is the 
institution?’’ but rather ‘‘How well has the institution, 
through its process of strategic planning, positioned itself for 
the future?’’ In other words, we are asked not only to assist 
in the sculpting of futures of the students and faculty, we also 
have the task of sculpting the future of an institution and 
contributing to the sculpting of our community, our nation 
and, yes, even our world.

he faculty at Juniata 
College is very unique. 
They take great care in 


preparing students to lead 
useful and fullfilling lives. Not 
only are they sculpting futures, 
but they are awakening students 
to the empowering richness of 
the mind. 

A few years ago we began to 
examine the curriculum at 
Juniata. We asked ourselves 
what were students lacking 

| when they came to Juniata? We 
Frorese at what courses they selected when they came here 
and the competency and knowledge that they lacked when 
they graduated, which we feel is vital in making them well 
rounded adults. 

What we found was that the part of the curriculum called 
‘“study in depth’’ was very good. What that means is that we 
were definitely preparing our students to be knowledgeable in 
their field, but we didn’t think they had enough knowledge, 
for example, of other cultures, so we added an international 
studies requirement. We didn’t think they had enough 
background in writing, so we added a requirement that 
enhanced writing skills. We wanted students to reflect upon 
the world, while developing a sense of values, so we 
continued the Senior Value Studies course. 

Finally, we wanted students to have more knowledge in 
fine arts, so a course in the arts became a requirement. The 
areas of science, social science and the humanities are kind of 
traditional and most students were already taking those, so we 
continued to make those a requirement. 

The general education courses at Juniata are (very) unique. 
Those classes really depend on integrating the knowledge that 
comes from different areas like politics, sociology, art and 
music, and applying it to a culture. The course asks the 
students to utilize different methods of intellectual inquiry that 
they can use wherever they go. They have to make value 
judgements, understand complex organizations, and use the 
knowledge they have acquired. 

The academic responsibility of the College is to generate 
those skills and instill in students different ways of preparing 
for a world that is constantly changing. In a sense, we are 
helping them sculpt or shape their futures. One thing that is 
very important to keep in mind is the fact that in order to do 
good sculpting, the artist must have good materials. That’s 
where Juniata is strong compared to other colleges. Our 
students aren’t just average kids that go to college. Statistics 
have shown that Juniata students are talented, intelligent, and 
willing to take what faculty members throw at them. What we 
have here are students with a lot of class who are willing to 
work hard. It is not easy to sculpt sandstone. Our students are 
not sandstone, our students are marble. 








The other important ingredient needed for the sculpting 
project is a talented sculptor. When you want to do a 
sculpture you need to go to the best, someone like 
Michelangelo. Juniata again is unique because we have a lot 
of people who not only want to work with students, but are 
very good at working with students. In a lot of schools, 
students are just one of 500 in a classroom. How can faculty 
get to know students when they have 500 in a classroom? 
More importantly, how can students get to know faculty? At 
Juniata students get to know the faculty and they have great 
impact on the students. Many faculty members and students 
continue to stay in touch after the students graduate. 

The fact that our students work directly with faculty is a 
plus. We have students doing research here with faculty that 
is perhaps more significant than research done by graduate 
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students at other schools. How can students learn to do 
research unless they work elbow to elbow with the faculty? 
At Juniata they do that and it has a lifetime impact on them. 

Faculty members take individual students and challenge 
them. The challenges sometimes require interaction between 
student and teacher several times. That attention and nurturing 
draws a little more out of the student each time. Schools like 
Juniata have the opportunity to assist in the sculpting of 
futures and I think Juniata does an excellent job of it. 

Students are the primary focus of our faculty. Michelangelo 
was working at a project for a long period of time when a 
man came up to him and said, “‘Why are you spending so 
much time on trifles?’’ And he replied, **Trifles make 
perfection and perfection is no trifle.’’ The fact that faculty 
can spend so much time tuning a student’s mind makes that 
student a stronger person. In turn, that student will have great 
impact on our world in the future. A sculpture that impacts 
society for decades takes some time to produce. Here at 
Juniata we take the time. Without that nurturing, challenging, 
caring and concern you don’t get the kind of graduate that 
we're proud to produce. 

While students possess a great amount of talent, the 
catalyst for drawing out that talent is the faculty. A good 
sculptor has to have talent, knowledge, enthusiasm and a 
desire to constantly improve. Our faculty possesses all of 
those qualities. 

The PEW grant for faculty development is one way in 
which our faculty can enhance their professional growth. This 
is one of the biggest impacts we have on keeping our faculty 
up to date and enthusiastic. Thus, when you take a look at 
our “‘artists,’’ we are doing an excellent job. 

Other ways in which Juniata enhances student development 
is by encouraging students to have an active life on the 
campus. They take leadership courses and get involved in 
activities and organizations. The faculty members support this 
type of growth provided by the student services staff. They 
encourage that personal development because it goes hand in 
hand with academic development. That is one of the real 
strengths at Juniata, overall personal development is more 
than pure intellectual development, and the way we combine 
personal growth with intellectual growth sets us apart from 
other institutions. 








This country is built in such a way that it breaks down a 
sense of community. A small college like Juniata creates that 
sense of community. To build community and take pride in it 
really means something here. The average student goes to a 
large school where community doesn’t mean anything, but 
here community means a great deal to our students. They 
develop a set of skills that enable them to work in any 
situation and make it a positive experience. That development 
makes a Juniata education invaluable. 

The key to the institution is providing both students and 
faculty an opportunity to express themselves while we support 
that expression. Each sculpture is different, each artist is 
different and the tools they use will vary. However, the final 
product is one of strength, beauty, uniqueness and impact. 
Our sculptures represent educational exellence with priceless 
potential. 








... Educational Planning and Student 
Services

hallenge and change 
are two words that 
come to mind when 
speaking of this past year in 
Educational Planning and 

. Student Services. 

In January of 1987 the 
strategic planning process was 
launched and the challenge of 
| moving Juniata into the ’90s 
and beyond began. The first 
step was to review our mission 
statement and assess where we 
were and where we wanted to 
ae: 

The work of three committees (Mission Statement, 
Internal Assessment and External Assessment) has provided 
the basis for the College to move into a decision-making 
phase and take a systematic and coordinated approach to 
planning in all areas. Committees were chaired by faculty 
with administrative and student representatives. 

The Administrative Unit and Academic Planning 
Committee have been working together to refine a planning 
model. Priorities for the future will be identified. 

In 1984, a Retention Committee was established which 
achieved excellent results. By 1987 we had over 100 more 
students on campus due to improved retention. Emphasis on 
involvement, advising, a notice-of-concern system and 
intervention with high-risk target groups contributed to 
higher persistence. 

As a natural evolution to the Retention Committee, the 
Enrollment Development Committee was formed in the fall 
of 1987. Effective enrollment strategies recognize that 
retention begins with recruitment. Accordingly, the EDC 
brings together faculty and student representatives with 
administrators relating to admissions, financial aid, strategic 
planning, orientation, advising and career planning and 
placement. 

The work of the Enrollment Development Committee is 
best exemplified in financial aid strategies which shifted the 
distribution of aid to allow us to better meet demonstrated 
need. Those strategies have contributed to a larger and better 
incoming class. The EDC has also prompted development of 
the Scholars Abroad program. 

The Scholars Abroad program offers applicants with 
exceptional scholarship, character and leadership potential 
the opportunity to qualify for one of 70 scholarships, as well 
as compete for the chance to participate in a special four- 
week summer seminar in Europe. It is an example of the 
innovative and creative approach to instruction that has been 





developed as a result of the strategic planning process. 

Another positive result of the strategic planning process 
has been the availability of venture capital. It has allowed 
the College to fund special projects and new approaches to 
enhance the curriculum and faculty development. An 
example is $5,000 which was made available to research a 
bilingual education program and to create an international 
education fund. 

We talk about helping students in sculpting their futures. 
Strategic planning will allow us to sculpt our future as an 
institution. If we do it well, it will ensure a strong Juniata 
College in the years to come. 

An exciting aspect of the stratetic planning process is that 
it is dynamic and on-going. Evaluation of decisions will 
continue constantly and institutional research will 
complement the process. Examples of the research aspect 
include market research studies conducted on prospective 
business students and on one of our key admissions 
publications, an alumni outcomes survey, and a new 
students survey administered during fall orientation. 

Our students will benefit from an active administration 
that will deal with issues that affect them, as well as 
students attending Juniata 10 years down the road. 

An example of one of the biggest issues and challenges 
we are currently facing relates to quality of life on campus. 
Social life may be altered by virtue of a new alcohol policy 
which is driven, not by concems about student behavior, but 
by a new Statute in Pennsylvania which now defines 
‘furnishing’ alcohol as ‘knowingly and intentionally 
allowing the possession and consumption of alcoholic 
beverages on your premises.’’ 
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The challenge as I see it is implementing a new alcohol 
policy while preserving what we think has been an excellent 
social climate on campus. When we made major changes in 
the alcohol policy in 1985 I was impressed and gratified by 
the level of student understanding and support. We’re seeing 
more of the same in 1988. 

It seems to me that Juniata has a distinctive sense of 
community. It’s hard to measure and many of our 
competitors make similar boasts, but I truly think we are 
distinctive in this area. One of the reasons 1s our very high 
percentage of students living on campus — I know of none 
higher. 

We've had an institutional view for a long time that 
residence halls are more than shelter, but places where 
people can leam important lessons about themselves. 
Lessons that will influence what they do the rest of their 
lives and how they sculpt their futures. 

Wellness programming, our coordinating theme for all our 
residence hall programming, continues to be well-received 
and active. The reason for introducing wellness was to have 
a basis for the abundance of programming we’ve offered in 
recent years. 

Our traditional events such as Madrigal Dinner, All Class 
Night and Spring Fest were well-planned and well-attended 
last year. The student Center Board, under the advisement 
of Bill Huston, director of programming and conferences, 
offered many other programs to the campus community. 

One note-worthy event was the Pennsylvania State Special 
Olympics Volleyball Tournament which was held on campus 
in February. Three hundred twenty-five special olympians 
participated while over 300 students volunteered their 
services. It was an excellent mix of the programming and 
conferences functions, and gave those participating an 
experience they will never forget. 

The summer conference schedule also grew in 1988 with 
revenue more than doubling. The focus of the conferences 
we have, and continue to attract, is on education. Plus, they 
bring in many young people who are pre-college age, so it is 
a recruiting tool as well. 

Success in career planning and placement continues with 
William Martin, the department director, putting various 
Strategies into place to attract more recruiters to campus. 


While Jay Buchanan focuses on students developing a plan 
with active help from advisors and the SIGI computer 
system, Bill’s role is to help the students implement a career 
plan. 

The religious life needs of students have received more 
attention thanks to the presence of Chris Noyes, the 
protestant Campus Minister, and Father David Arseneault, 
Catholic minister and advisor of the new Catholic Council. 
Andy Murray has continued as campus chaplain, but has 
been afforded more time to devote to our Peace and Conflict 
Studies program. 

In the athletics and recreation area, the general exercise 
needs of students will be better met thanks to the addition of 
a fitness trail and 21-piece Nautilus center in the multi- 
purpose room of Kennedy Sports + Recreation Center. At the 
varsity level, men’s and women’s swimming begins its first 
season this winter, bringing the total number of varsity 
sports to 18. 





Bill Berrier and his staff continue to do an outstanding job 
in advancing the student-athlete philosophy. We’re a place 


where athletes excel in the classroom as well as the playing 
field. 


Finally, one of the biggest changes in our student services 
operation 1s represented by the creation of the dean of 
students position. Dean Nancy Van Kuren is responsible for 
residence halls, security, housing operations and 
programming. 

Randy Deike and Dawn Williams, assistant deans of 
students, aid Nancy in the day-to-day supervision of the 
residence hall staff, the disciplinary system and orientation 
programs. 

As we take the first steps in changing our operations 
based upon the strategic planning process, we also allow 
ourselves to better concentrate on past successes while 
meeting future challenges associated with sculpting futures.

s President Neff 
pointed out in his 
introductory 

/ comments, Juniata 1s in the 
business of sculpting futures. 
That being the case, we in the 
admissions office provide the 
medium from which emerges a 
student prepared to lead a 
. fulfilling and useful life. 

We take great pride in the 
students we attract to each 
freshman class at Juniata 
* College. Our counselors work 
very Padi? to bring the best and brightest students to the 
College. While at most institutions this 1s where the 
relationships ends, at Juniata, students have been known to 
stay in touch throughout their four years at the College with 
the counselor who recruited them. 

There is so much contact throughout the process that 
personal relationships between our counselors and our 
prospective students are inevitable. There is a bonding which 





takes place between them which, in my experience, 1S unique. 


This 1s a relationship which is established throughout the 
recruitment process. This relationship 1s very special and 1s 
often lasting. 

Last fall and early winter our counselors traveled to over 
560 high schools within eight states and talked with 1747 
high school students. Twelve on-campus events were held 
where 562 students visited Juniata. Nine area receptions were 
held in alumni homes. In all, 1524 students visited campus, 
which represents an 8% increase over the banner year for 
campus visits Jast year. 

To fill this year’s freshman class we had 14,856 seniors 
and transfer students inquiring and asking for information. 
This represents an 11.6% increase over the previous year. Of 
these inquiries 106] applied, representing a 6.6% increase. 
Three hundred forty-one students eventually enrolled. 

When searching for the right students to fill each freshman 
class at Juniata, we are critically concerned about academic 
quality. We have been pleased to report that this year’s 
freshman class has defied the national trend of slightly 
declining SAT scores (a 904 combined national average) by 
coming in with an average score of 1063. This actually 
represents a 33 point increase over the previous year’s score. 

The admissions process at Juniata is designed to entice our 
prospective students to visit the campus. We feel that if we 
are successful in this aspect of recruitment, we have a much 
improved chance of having that student enroll. 

To support our emphasis on this portion of the process we 
have quantitative data which indicates that students who 
matriculate will visit the campus an average of 1.7 times 
while the average for students who do not matriculate visit an 
average of approximately .6 times. This gives us some fairly 
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reliable evidence that our chances of having a student 
matriculate are greatly increased if the student visits the 
campus. 

During the visit we try to involve the prospective student in 
as much college activity as possible. The students will take 
tours, meet with professors, meet with our career planning 
people, sit in on classes, meet with the financial aid director, 
and be interviewed by an admissions counselor. 

In the face of a declining population of 18-year-olds, and 
with SAT scores remaining, essentially unchanged for several 
years, we’ve been able to enroll one of our largest and 
brightest classes of the decade. 

With 62% of Juniata’s freshman class graduating in the top 
fifth of their high school graduating class and 92% in the top 
two-fifths, the College has consistently attracted the region’s 
top college-bound students. As a matter of fact, this year’s 
freshman class includes eight valedictorians and six 
salutatorians. 

Dr. Neff has mentioned the outstanding placement statistics 
of last year’s graduates as compiled by our Planning and 
Placement Office. The 97% placement figure 1s a clear 
illustration of the success potential of our students. 

Other indications of the calibre of our graduates are our 
medical and law school acceptance rates. From 1983 to 1988 
of those students applying to medical schools, 95% were 
accepted. Law school acceptance to some of our nation’s top 
institutions is also high. 

Our students enrolled in economics and business 
administration are offered a vast array of internship options 
and education students begin to gain practical experience in 
their first year of study, giving them a strategic advantage in 
their career planning and placement endeavors. 

All of this, combined wth recognition from such notable 
sources as The Wall Street Journal, Peterson’ s Competitive 
Colleges, and New York Times education editor Ted Fiske’s 
Best Buys in College Education, paint a bright future for the 
College. In fact, at this point our inquiries for next year’s 





freshman class are running 81.2% ahead of where we were at 
this point last year. Needless to say, we are very pleased and 
optimistic. 

At this time J would like to introduce you to our staff of 
counselors. They are an enthusiastic lot who believe 
wholeheartedly in Juniata College. 

Eric Biddle is one of our newest counselors. Eric is a 1982 
Juniata graduate who has spent the past several years in the 
Allentown area. He served as a buyer for Hess’s Department 
Stores and as a sales representative for a sporting goods 
company before joining State Farm Insurance Company as an 
agent in 1986. Eric’s territory is western Pennsylvania. 

Brett Basom came to the admissions office after two years 
as a resident director at Juniata. He received his B.A. degree 
from Juniata in 1985, having majored in biology/liberal arts. 
In May of 1986 he obtained his teaching certificate for 
biology and general studies. Brett is responsible for north 
central and north western Pennsylvania, and parts of New 
York state. 


Terri Bollman also received her degree from Juniata in 
1985. For more than three years she served in the Admissions 
Office as a student assistant, and has also been involved in 
tutoring and home child care. Terri covers the Philadelphia 
area, south Jersey, and Delaware. 








Jennifer Battle earned her masters degree from Cornell 
University where she served as assistant coordinator of 
admissions in the College of Agriculture and Life Sciences. 
Jennifer’s territory includes northern New Jersey, Long 
Island, and parts of New York. Jennifer is also responsible 
for our transfer program. 

C. Scott Neff earned his bachelor of arts degree from 
Juniata in 1983 with a major in international studies. Scott 
emphasized foreign language study at Juniata with course 
work in German, French, Russian, and Japanese. During 
1981-82 he participated in an exchange program in Osaka, 
Japan. Scott handles the New England states territory, parts of 
central Pennsylvania and the Baltimore, Maryland area. He is 
also responsible for international recruitment. 

Michelle Bartol received her bachelor of science degree 
from Juniata in 1984, majoring in marketing and 
communications. While at Juniata, Michelle was a student 
assistant in the Admissions Office. Michelle will be actively 
recruiting in Washington, Baltimore, northern Virginia, 
and parts of central Pennsylvania. 

In addition, Michelle 1s heading up the admissions portion 
of the Alumni Admissions Program. The objective of the 
program is to get 30-50 alumni involved in the recruitment 
process. The volunteers will assist counselors in doing college 
night programs at high schools, attend area receptions for 
prospective students, and will be asked to make acceptance 
and inquiry phone calls. 

Susan Benusa graduated from Juniata in 1981 with a degree 
in environmental science. She has been on the admissions 
staff since 1986. In addition to her counselor responsibilities, 
Susan 1s responsible for admissions mailings and is entering 
her fourth year as assistant volleyball coach. Susan’s territory 
is primarily central Pennsylvania. 

With the tremendous staff we have in the Admissions 
Office and the strong ongoing support we receive from other 
offices at the College we have reason to be very optimistic 
about the future. The experts have been predicting for years a 
decline in the pool of students eligible to attend college. What 
we are finding is that interest in Juniata 1s increasing. We are 
very encouraged. 





.. Financial Affairs

ome may view our 

financial affairs 

operation as simply the 
business side of the College. 
However, it 1s much more than 
' that, and we feel very 
good about the impact we can, 
and do, have on our students 
and their development. 

The financial affairs area has 
a definite role in helping the 
institution achieve its mission 
', of aiding students in sculpting 

, 4 their futures. 

Other areas of the College obviously have more direct 
involvement with students in ways that our area does not. 
However, in business affairs we do have some opportunities 
for specific involvement. 

We have direct relationships with students through the 
billing process. We help student organizations do budgets. 
We teach them about proper purchasing procedures and how 
to seek competitive bids for certain services. 

There are a number of trustee committees that deal with 
financial issues. This is a special opportunity for a number of 
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student representatives to the board to witness business affairs 
in action. Student representatives get to see some things that 
are very beneficial for them. 

I believe there are two ways in which we relate to students. 
One is through providing the resources to carry out the 
various direct student development programs — academic and 
student services. 

But also, I think the second way is simply through the 
running of our operation. The business practices of the 
College itself should be exemplary practices and serve as a 
good example to students. Practices which they can observe 
through their own activity in student organizations or just as a 
student receiving and paying bills. 

One area in which we are showing an excellent fiscal 
example to our students 1s with our forward funding practices. 
Forward funding is to say we will have in hand the resources 
before we begin a capital expenditure project. 

For example, we will try and get the funds out of the 
current budget year for special physical plant projects for the 
next budget year. Or, we will get the funds in hand this year 
for the purchase of capital equipment in the next fiscal year. 

We feel this is a much more efficient way of doing 
business. Certainly better than a sort of hand to mouth kind of 
existence we might have had in some years past, where we 


y 





were simultaneously getting the funds to support the 
expenditures we were going to make in the same time period. 

It’s one thing to do that with things that you consume 
(office supplies, salaries and fringes), but it’s a little different 
when you are making a capital expenditure on something that 
is going to have a life span of more than five years. 

We are not the whole way there, but we are making our 
way down the path toward being able to do it. We essentially 
had the funds from prior years in hand on July 1 of this fiscal 
year to support the special projects and capital equipment 
purchases we are going to make in the ’88-’89 fiscal year. 

Forward funding is also a safety valve if we have some 
unanticipated drop in available funds. A decline in funding 
would not put us immediately into a bind because the projects 
we would be doing would already have been financially 
provided for in prior years. 

In general, the 1987-88 fiscal year evolved as expected. It 
is now 12 straight years that we finished in the black. 

Looking ahead, high retention rates, improved admissions 
results, increased contribution income and relatively steady 
energy costs all mediate current spending of endorsement 
income and are positive signs that 1988-89, and the years 
beyond, will see continued financial growth. 

Fiscal successes have also allowed us to continue to 





improve our administrative services, which in turn have allowed us to deal more efficiently and effectively with our 
students. 
Along these lines, we have now moved on to a new stage 
— . f ; i. of planning and development of administrative computers. 


Namely, networking concepts that will utilize personal 
computers that will enable us to better communicate with each 
other. 

Also, the athletic facilities project is obviously still in full 
swing, with the stadium and track stage completed. I expect 
that next summer we will be working on the tennis courts as 
the third stage. 

We in financial affairs are certainly excited about our role 
in all stages of the development and growth of Juniata 
College. 

In some ways, as I mentioned, we can make direct 
connections, but more often we make indirect contributions. 
Our mission statement refers to a context within which a 
particular kind of educational service is offered. 

The financial affairs area is often involved in providing the 
context within which this more direct relationship with 
students occurs. It may have to do with a living environment. 
It may also have to do with the financial resources to support 
our programs. 

The financial affairs area by definition is a service 
department. It does not exist for its own sake but is only to 
support the development of students, both academically and 
socially.

e sculpt futures. 

That 1s what every 

individual does at 
Juniata College. 

Regardless of the department 
in which we work, we always 
need to focus on the mission of 
this institution. In College 
Advancement we are indirectly 
related, but we know that what 
we do is essential for enabling 
| Juniata to do its task. 

_- Most of the facilities and 

= much of the equipment at 
Juniata came from sources other than student generated 
revenue. When you look around this campus, you see some 
magnificent structures. Visitors talk about Juniata’s beauty. It 
is a strong selling point. Through the generosity of alumni, 
corporations, and foundations resources are provided that 
enable the educational process to continue. (See Annual 
Giving Report on page 21.) 

College Advancement dare not be a self-serving activity. If 
we become self serving or think only about meeting a 
particular objective, like a $500,000 annual support fund or a 
$3 million year, and lose sight of why we are doing it, then 
there is nothing in it. There is no motivation for us as 
employees of the College and there is no motivation for our 
benefactors. So one of the things we have to work at 
constantly is providing for our donors, others at the College, 
and our staff, a sense of being a part of a significant 
enterprise. An enterprise that is engaged in sculpting futures. 
An enterprise that makes exciting things happen. 

Sometimes it is easy to lose sight of all of this because we 
get caught up in what we have to do every day. However, 
when you look at the accomplishments in 1987-88 at Juniata, 
what you see as a result of College Advancement activities 1s 
a number of growth opportunities for students, faculty and 
friends in the community. 

There were a number of enriching experiences this year. 
Take the icon exhibit for example. People on this campus, in 
the larger Huntingdon community, and in other communities 
where the show was exhibited, had the opportunity to see an 
artistic form from other centuries. 

You can’t help but be inspired, excited and enriched by 
such an exhibit. I'l] never forget, as long as I live, the night 
of the prayer service of thanksgiving when Bishop Job was 
here. I would love to be able to communicate to the world 
what it was like to be gathered in the Shoemaker Galleries 
and have a prayer service involving Juniata students, faculty, 
administration, and a number of Orthodox priests, Roman 
Catholic priests, the College president, the pastor from the 
Stone Church of the Brethren, and people from the 
community. This congregation of different people joined in

the service in their own way, and watched the incense rise 
around the stained glass window of James Quinter. I kept 
thinking to myself that this first Brethren president must be 
smiling at what was going on there. He probably could never 
have dreamed of something that magnificent occurring at 
Juniata. 

What was the role of College Advancement in all of that? 
We were a Support group. We can’t take credit for it, but we 
were excited about helping. Like many projects, the idea 
came from another part of the campus. The generosity and 
dollars to help make the idea a reality came from friends and 
alumni. College Advancement supported the program through 
publications and promotion. 

Similarly, there 1s enthusiasm about the grant from the 
National Science Foundation used to enhance the teaching of 
chemistry in high schools in the region. We are reminded of 
the idea outlined in our mission which suggests ‘‘the 
empowering richness of the mind.’’ We want young people in 
surrounding communities to have the best possible education, 
while providing our students the opportunity to work with a 
faculty that is doing research and caring about the larger 
community in which they live. That is one of the subtle, but 
maybe one of the most important messages that has evolved 
as a result of this project. Here we have a group of faculty 
members that could be wrapped up in research and furthering 
their own careers, but they are helping our students and our 
region. They are helping people in this area. Now that model 
is subtle, but it represents an important characteristic of our 
faculty. It has maintained a focus on our Juniata students 
because they are involved in it, it’s not just something for the 
community out there, it has an impact here as well. Think 
about it in the context of the phrase ‘“‘we sculpt futures.’’ The 
richness of that is seen in futures that are being touched; high 
school students, cheinistry teachers and Juniata students. 
College Advancement helped to shape the program through its 
grant efforts. 








The athletic facilities project is another dream that became 
a reality in 1987-88. Anyone who has driven to this campus 
in the last two months has seen the changes that have 
occurred since last spring. For some it may not be that 
significant, but what it signifies is an enhancement of 
facilities to encourage physical activity among our students, 
while enabling guests and visitors to view athletic events in a 
grand setting. 

Generating contributions to provide scholarship assistance 
was another major development priority this year. I’ve had 
students look me in the eye at commencement and say that 
their Juniata experience could never have been possible 
without scholarship aid. That is what we are about — helping 
to transform students by receiving materials and resources. 
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We’ve also helped do this with faculty, particularly this 
year with the Pew Challenge Grant for faculty development. 
There is a renewed vigor among faculty members who have 
benefited from this grant. They have had the opportunity to 
travel and teach in other countries, or to attend conferences 
where they came up with an idea for a class while talking 
with colleagues ffom other institutions. The spirit has 
permeated the faculty and that spirit is contagious. Students 
feel it, administrators feel it, and I feel it in the college 
advancement staff. 

There 1s a zest for what we do, a sense of mission and 
vision. This institution gives meaning to its staff. There is 
something more here than just a job to do. There is a 
freshness and vigor. With that freshness comes new ideas. 
For example, the College has always done news releases 
about our students’ achievements for their hometown papers. 
Now, we also send them to their parents. It is a simple way 
of saying that we care about every student at Juniata and we 
are taking the time to tell parents. 

Not only do we care a great deal about our students, the 
buildings and equipment they use, their financial aid and their 
leaders — the faculty, but we also care a great deal about our 
alumni. If you look at the new alumni directory, or have the 
opportunity to review the resumes of alumni wishing to 
volunteer for leadership roles, you can’t help but be 
impressed. 





Many alumni have written books and articles. Others are 
great teachers or doctors or attorneys. There are inumerable 
outstanding business persons. Most alumni are actively 
involved in their local communities, helping in so many 
ways. All seem to be great people. When I have the 
opportunity to be in touch with these people, it makes me 
aware of what this educational enterprise is doing. I went to a 
wedding of recent graduates and looked at the future in their 
eyes. It is an exciting thing to see, knowing that they were 
engaged in their college careers a few years ago and now they 
possess a great confidence in what they can and will do in 
this world. That is reason to celebrate the future. A group like 
that, dotted with Juniata people, had made connections and 
Juniata played a major role. In that situation the theme 
‘“sculpting futures’? comes through loud and clear. 

It’s a meaningful phrase when you are talking about 
education, particularly at Juniata College. Fortunately, Juniata 
has constituencies (alumni, friends, parents, foundations and 
corporations) that know we are making it happen. And they 
volunteer and contribute to enable it to continue. They are a 
piece of the sculpture and feel ownership in the final treasure.

Membership in the Juniata College Quinter Society is limited to those benefactors whose annual giving has reached 


$5,000 or more a year. Quinterians become permanent members of the Society when their lifetime giving equals or 
exceeds $100,000. 


This special society is named for Juniata’s first president. James Quinter was a leader in the educational reform 
movement of the Brethren Church in the second half of the 19th century. The founding of the Brethren Normal School in 
Huntingdon in 1876 fulfilled a vision that he had cherished for many years. When Jacob Zuck’s untimely death threatened 


the continued existence of the school, Quinter’s leadership assured the founders that the fledgling Normal School would 
carry on to become Juniata College. 


In addition to invitations to special Quinter Society evenings, members receive a distinctive gold lapel pin, inscription 
of the names of the permanent Quinter Society members on a plaque to be mounted in the foyer of Ellis College Center, and 
prominent listing in the annual Report of the President.

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Russia and America — Mutual 
Knigmas

President Neff, members of the platform party, students, 
faculty and guests: 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt advised speechmakers in the 
following manner, “‘Be sincere, be brief, be seated.’’ A short 
Bulgarian proverb says, ‘‘Tell the truth and run.’’ Since I am 
not thinking of running anywhere, and because there is no 
provision for me to sit down, | will strive to rely on being 
sincere, and above all, brief. 

The title of my talk is Russia and America — Mutual 
Enigmas. Charles Bohlen, former U.S. Ambassador to Russia, 
made this remark, ‘‘The two most ridiculous statements I know 
are: liquor doesn’t affect me, and I understand the Russians.’’ 
Similar statements, I feel sure, have been expressed by the 
Russians on alcohol and Americans. Are such statements 
justified or not? In answering this question, one can say that 
the difficulty in understanding Russia and the Russians, 
America and the Americans is due in part to the peculiarities of 
the people of both countries. 

Russia encompasses many different cultures resulting in a 
complex and contradictory whole. Russian authors have 
portrayed their people as those of contradiction and strong 
contrasts. Maxim Gorky’s play “‘Enemies’’ states, “‘We are a 
people of extremes; this is our sickness.’’ When Gorky speaks 
of extremes, he refers not only to national characteristics but 
also to the coexistence of contradictory elements within the 
Russian individual character. This is seen in the individual 
attitude toward authority; on the one hand, total submission to 
Father Czar or Father Stalin, or total rejection of all authority 
in the name of freedom. This attitude became known as 
nihilism, and Turgenev’s “‘Fathers and Sons’’ illustrates this 
duality. Cruelity and humanness also run hand in hand in the 
Russian character. The Russians are as likely to inflict suffering 
as they are to sincerely identify themselves with suffering 
people. In Dostoevsky’s ‘*‘Crime and Punishment,”’ 
Roskolnikov kills an old lady pawnbroker whom he considers 
to be a louse, because he loves humanity and wants to rid 
society of this type of exploiter. 

There are many other peculiarities in the Russian character, 
and attempts have been made to explain some of them by 
relating them to extremes in the Russian climate. The Russians 
themselves will tell you that rapid changes between the seasons 
produce tensions in body and soul. 

Individual attitudes toward authority in America are based on 
wealth, on the one hand, and tolerance on the other hand. The 
American is taught to achieve with the hope of gaining in 
position, money and personal satisfaction as the slogan **Deeds 





not creeds’’ shows. By contrast, the Russian ideology is based 
on the common future, common goals, common tasks and 
common happiness. The American initiative to achieve is 
propelled from within and the Russian from without; the 
Russian peasant would say, God is too high, the Czar is too far 
and the truth is too deep. Why should one worry, let them who 
are above worry. The Russian people have had very little, if 
any, experience with democracy. In America it is quite the 
Opposite in that the majority determines the policy for the entire 
land. In America, the state exists for the individual, and in 
Russia the individual exists for the state. Russia has never had 
a middle class comparable to the American middle class. 
Throughout history, Russia has been attacked and occupied 
by the Mongols, Teutons, Poles, Swedes, Lithuanians, French, 
Japanese and Germans. No wonder then that the Russians are 
suffering from xenophobia, secretiveness and mistrust and have 
war scars that are deeply ingrained. Americans have never 
lived under enemy occupation and have no idea what it is to 
lose 20-30 million men as the Russians did in World War II. 
The Russian spirit is both ‘‘eastern and western.’’ Russia 
borders Western Europe and China, altogether there are twelve 
neighbors. Throughout history, groups of people have migrated 
from one area to another creating a so-called Sythian culture. 
Alexander Blok, a leading Russian Symbolist poet of the Silver 
Age, expresses this duality in his poem ‘‘The Sythians.’’ He 
writes, “Yes, Sythians are we! Yes, Asiatics with slanting 
greedy eyes!’’ In the same poem he addressed the westerners as 
‘‘our brothers.’’ Russian literature, folklore and music combine 
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pagan and Christian elements. Boris Pasternak’s ‘‘Dr. 
Zhivago’’ is an excellent example of it. Russian opera has also 
paid tribute to both Christianity and paganism. Glinka’s opera, 
‘‘A Life for the Czar’’ extols Orthodox Christianity and 
Rimsky-Korsakov’s **Snow Maiden’’ extols the Russian 
experience of nature and popular beliefs. In Russia there are 
now two opposing forces: Christianity and Marxism. Orthodoxy 
Strives fOr the preservation of traditional spiritual values; 
Marxism insists on change. 

In the West the Renaissance and the RefOrmation changed 
the Church to meet the changing needs of the believers. These 
changes bypassed Russia primarily due to the occupation of 
Russia by the Mongols during the thirteenth and fourteenth 
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centuries. Leo Tolstoi, going through a spiritual crisis in the 
1870s, greatly influenced by William E. Channing, William 
Garrison, Emerson and Thoreau, tried to reform the Russian 
Church in such works as ‘‘Confession,’’ ‘‘My Religion’’ and 
**The Kingdom of God is Within You,’’ but the effects of his 
labor were very small and, by criticizing the Church and state, 
he only helped the Communist cause. 

The American mind, or generally speaking the western mind, 
is inventive by nature. In comparison, the Russian mind 1s 
imitative ‘‘The German is quick with his mind, the Russian 
with his eyes,’’ says a Russian proverb. The Russians 
borrowed the Greek dance and made it the Russian dance. 
They borrowed the French ballet and transformed it into the 
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Russian ballet. In international relations they tend to be 
dogmatic, the Americans liberal and open. According to 
Nicolas Berdiayev, a prominent modern philosopher, the 
Russians often take the relative for the absolute and the partial 
for the universal. The Russian spirit craves for wholeness, for 
the all embracing humanity. 

American national unity is not of a racial or cultural 
background, it is based on a mode of life that includes 
individualism, democracy, private property and free enterprise 
based on competition, high mobility and success. No one 
possesses private property in the Soviet Union; one is permitted 
to have only personal property. It is Gorbachev who 1s now 
trying to liberalize the Soviet way of life by introducing certain 
freedoms in the economy and in personal relations. 

And now I would like to say a few words about the 
similarities of Russia and America. Both possess large 
territories with many natural resources. Alvin Z. Rubenstein, 
Professor of Political Science at the University of Pennsylvania, 
who was at Juniata College several years ago, in assessing the 
Soviet-American relationship, spoke about certain shared 
characteristics that hold promise for both countries and the 
world. Russia (the Soviet Union) and the United States have 
never fought a war against each other. Neither country has 
striven to acquire territory of the other. Both Soviets and 
Americans share the belief that through science, education and 
technology society can be transformed. Both have alliance 
problems. As urban industrial societies, the two countries face 
common problems such as natural resource depletion and 
environmental deterioration. I would also add that in the past 
both countries have experienced a major revolution and a civil 
war, at the present time both have a comparable population and 
population growth and both countries have high literacy, life 
expectancy and somewhat similar rates of divorce and 
abortions. 

One peculiar similarity between these two countries is the 
threat of nuclear war. We created enough of atomic weapons to 
destroy all of us. In order to effectively deal with this and other 
major world problems, we need to change our thinking about 
our mutual ignorance, which in turn creates fear and mistrust. 
Nationalism, institutional religions, wealth, poverty and 
prejudices, all of which separate us and make us afraid. Both 
the Soviets and Americans should begin to compete with each 
other and not against each other in world-wide projects to 
reduce (and hopefully eradicate) diseases, hunger, poverty, 
illiteracy, terrorism, etc. However, both countries need to try 
first to overcome their own crusade mentality that says one side 
is all right and the other all wrong. When Russia’s most 
famous poet, E. Yevtushenko, was here at Juniata, he liked to 
praise the American poets and especially he liked a phrase from 
Walt Whitman’s *‘Leaves of Grass’’ — ‘*Whoever degrades 
another degrades me.’’ With Walt Whitman and Yevtushenko 
let us not degrade one another, but let us learn how to help and 
elevate each other in promoting peace and understanding in the 
world. 

I would like to conclude my short address with my greatest 
wish, which is to see Americans and Russians joined by other 
peoples of the world in living and working together, enjoying 
the fruits of their labor, playing, singing and rejoicing in 
celebration of the greatest gift from God: the gift of life.
